iMONG the many Truths 
' in facred Wric, the follow- 
ing is demonftrably cer- 
tain. That a/tf:)o' Light ts 
come into the Worlds there are marly 
who love T>arknefs^ rather than Light, 
becaufe their Tweeds are Evil. This, 
iiotwithftanding it originafly alluded

The chief Scope 
of your above-mentioned Libel, fa- 
voured as if intended to expofe and 
vilify the late Pamphlet publilb'd ill 
Vindication of the prelent Miniftry s 
Procedure in this critical and allarm- 
ing Cohjundure of a threatning Wan 
in order to which, y6U ftruggle rcf 
make appear, that what is aflerted 
in it as Fad:, are only politicfal In- 
ventions, Fable, and Fallhood. And 
in order to fcrcen your felf frorti it

I am amazed, that 
you fhould have been fo imprudent 
as to fmgle out that particular Quo- 
cation, and thereby to furnifti Wea- 
pons for efre(%ually difarming, if 
not deftroying, your felf j fmce it ap- 
pears evidenr, that as we do live 
in a free Country, where Satisfedion 
is i^cmanded of the Proceedings of 
thoie in the Adminftration of pub- 
lick Affairs ; by the Publication of 
the late Pamphlet, entitled, An En- 
auirj into the Reafons of the Con- 
^ ' P X du£i 
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du6i of Great-Britain, "v^^ith Relation 
to the prefent State^^fif Jjf'airs in , 
Europe, againft wh|ch you ihooc 
ypur Bolf ; by it, I fay, the Publick 
h^s obtained that Satisfadion you 
niention, yea, in the mod ample 
Manner that could be defired ; the 
whole in ic fupported with Truths 
demonftrable, and irrefragable... I 
cpnfefs if pur prefent Miniflry was. 
fo corrupt and bafe as to perniic 
and countenance the publifliing of 
what was falfe and fpqrious, the very 
free People you mention could noc 
relent it with fufficicnt Indignation ; 
But why don't you, with ypur Arc, 
of fly Innuendo's, point out on?, 
finglc Fallhood in all that's aflerted> 
For my Share, I have fuch Charity 
for that Spirit with which you write, 
that did you know any one UhtrutTi* 
in the Whole, you v-'ould not fcru- 
pie to expofe it ro the Publiick 
toticlem Verbis^ and Avell you might 
in this free Country, v^^cre rjot your 
Infinuatiops malicipns and ill ground- 
ed ; for '\{y I lay,one Tingle Fal/liopcl 
could be produced, it would not^b^ 
like a lighted Candle hid under a 
Byfliel, feeing, Ci^re would be takei 

by 
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by Incendiaries to make it blaze 
forth even to a Conflagration. But 
thefe Things called Fads, arc hard 
Morfels for the Enemies of our Go- ' 
vernmcnr to digeft, except: by fomc 
of our own homebred OJiriches^ 
who have Gullets capable to fwal- 
Ipw, and Stomacks apt to digeft 
the hardefl: Metal. It would be 
furely ftrange (even according to 
my Lord Shaft sburys own Aflcrtion} ' 
to imagine that a whole Nation, 
cfpecially Britain^ would implicitly 
repofe their Wit and Judgment on 
the Report of Men^ who were obli- 
ged to colour over Thirigs to keep 
off Comtempt and avoid "runijhment. 
If this was the Cafe of our prc- 
ient Miniftry, as indeed it is nor, 
they muft be the moft artful Co- 
lourifts ?that ever were heard of, 
cfpecially when all that they aflert 
is back'd with fuch diftind Cir- 
cumftances of the precife Time and 
Place, and the very Day in whicl> 
they wcjre tranfadkd. It is alfo un- 
accountable that other Countries, 
independent of our Minifters, fliould

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far it is from this, that before the 
Publication of the Pamphlet, call'd

yet no Penials of thefc Fa^s Jiave 
ever appeared to the World except 
in your Journal : Never, I fay, by 
any, even the greateft Enemies to 
the Hanover Alliance. But to come 
to Particulars ; if the Infults and In- 
ftadions of folemn Treaties receiv'cl 
from the Emperour and Court of 
Spam arc not Fads j it is AVQn4er- 
ful that the moft Chriftian King 
Ihould particularize fo many, in his 
Anfwer to the Complaints of :§fiam^ 
delivered him by the Pope's Nuncio ; 
namely, that the King of S/wo, in 
his Condu(3: with Great-Britain^ was 
manifeflly the firft Aggrcflbr and In- 
fringer of the Treaties which fub-. 
filled between Britain and him j by 
the Confifcation of a great Number 
of £^^/iy^ Ships, and many pther Oc* 
<:afions of Complaints givcu;^ f^n4 In- 
juries 
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juries ieceivM, fot ffiany Years from 
Spain. All which were laid open by 
Mr. Stanhope ift his Memorial to the 
i^ntfh Minifters ; and that Spain^ in^ 
itead of redreffing thcfc Grievances, 
on the contrary did encreafe and aug-x 
ment them daily. If thefe I fay arc 
iiot Fat^s and Truths, 'tis amafmg 
that the French Ihould as well as we 
])ublidkly aflert them as fuch. But 
being fo glaring in themfelves, and un* 
conteftedly true, they had the Power 
ieffedually to filence the Nuncio, and 
feVten thole who were confcious of 
tlie Veracity of them and their own 
d'uilt : Thofe 1 mean, who had em- 
tolby'd the Nuncio to addrefs the 
Frinch. But fmcc you are contending 
for ('ads, let me but ask you m few 
Words, if the Emperor's fetting up
